REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER. 



Commissioners of the District of Columbia, 

Health Department, 

Washington, December 21 , 1909. 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit herewith the following 
statement relative to the operations of the health department during 
the year ended June 30, 1909. 

POPULATION. 

The death, morbidity, and birth rates set forth in the following 
pages, for the calendar year 190S, were based upon the police census 
taken in April of that year. That census showed a white population 
of 241,920, a colored population of 97,483, and a total population of 

339,403.

The birth rate for white people, 19.98, was considerably above the 
death rate for that race, 14.66, while the birth rate for the colored 
People, 22.62, was much below the death rate for the same class, 
26.56. One thousand three hundred and six births occurred in in- 
stitutions, the children being stillborn in 101 instances. Outside 
o f institutions there were 6,273 births, including 438 stillbirths, 
"he percentage of stillbirths in institutions was, therefore, 7.73, and 
outside of institutions, 6.98. Of 6,187 cases of confinement occur- 
n ng outside of institutions, 4,787 were attended by physicians, and 
1 400 by midwives. Among the cases attended by physicians, 267, 
or 5.58 per cent, stillbirths occurred, while among the cases attended 
°y midwives, 85, or 6.07 per cent, stillbirths were reported. 
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In 7,494 cases in which legitimacy or illegitimacy was reported, 
the children were illegitimate in 679 instances, 9.06 per cent of all. 
Among 6,815 cases in which the children were legitimate, there oc- 
curred 349 stillbirths, equivalent to 5.12 per cent, while out of the 
679 cases in which the children w r ere illegitimate, there occurred 105, 
or 15.46 per cent, stillbirths. The bodies of 86 stillborn infants were 
found abandoned and thrown out on the streets and in the parks of 
the city, and were certified to by the coroner; but whether these 
cases occurred in the practice of physicians or midwives, and whether 
the children were legitimate or illegitimate, is unknown. 

It must be recognized, of course, that the returns of births and 
stillbirths are not absolutely complete, but it is believed that they 
now approach sufficiently near to completeness to justify the analyt- 
ical study of them. 

MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY. 

General mortality. — The general death rate for the calendar year 
1908 was the lowest ever recorded in the District; 6,136 people died, 
equivalent to a death rate of 18.08. The racial death rates also were 
lower than any previously recorded; among white people, 3,547 
died, and the death rate was 14.66; among colored people, 2,589 
deaths occurred, the death rate being 26.56. The average age of all 
decedents was 38 years 7 months and 2 days. Of white decedents, 
the average was 44 years 6 months and 7 days, but of the colored 
it was only 30 years 5 months and 16 days. It is interesting to 
note that 2,036 deaths occurred in institutions, almost exactly one- 
third of all deaths. The remains of approximately 1 in every 6 
were taken outside of the District to be disposed of, exclusive of those 
interred at Arlington, and the remains of 1 in every 67 were cremated. 

Infant mortality —One thousand one hundred infants less than 12 
months old died during the year. This represents the death of 156 in- 
fants for every 1,000 whose births were reported to the health depart- 
ment. Eor every 1,000 colored infants whose births were reported 
258 died, while for every 1,000 reported births of white infants deaths 
numbered only 110. As presumably the number of births that occurs 
is greater than the number of births reported to the health depart- 
ment, the figures just stated are greater than would be anala^ous 
figures based upon the entire number of children born There is 
no reason, however, for believing that the relative mortality anions 
white infants and colored infants is otherwise than indicated above 

Pulmonary tuberculosis.—Fwhwov^vy tuberculosis was as usual the 
most important of all the factors in the mortality tables, although 
the tables show that the disease is less prevalent than heretofore 
Seven hundred and eleven deaths occurred in 1908, equivalent to 
209.5 deaths for every 100,000 inhabitants. During the quinquen 
ilium ending with the year 1900 the average annual death rate from 
pulmonary tuberculosis was 286.8; and during the quinquennium 
ending with 1905 it was 252.8. No previous record is as ^ood as that 
for the year 1908. 

The law requiring all cases of pulmonary and other communi 
cable forms of tuberculosis to be reported to the health officer was 
enacted on May 13, 1908, but some time necessarily elapsed befor S 
it could be said to be fairly in operation. The total number of 
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cases reported up to the close of December 31, 1908, was 925. This 
included, however, many that were under treatment prior to the 
enactment of the law, and therefore the number of cases reported 
during the period stated indicates nothing as to the relative preva- 
lence of the disease. Up to June 30, 1909, 784 specimens of sputum 
were examined, of which 221 showed the presence of tubercle bacilli 
and 563 were apparently free from that organism. The number of 
premises disinfected under the provisions of the tuberculosis law 
during the same period was 936. 

Typhoid fever. — Typhoid fever during 1908 was, so far as the death 
rate shows,' less prevalent than at any other period subsequent to the 
fiscal year 1881-82. Cases reported numbered 936, a case rate of 276 
per 100,000, as compared with a case rate of 282 in 1907 and 345 in 
1900. Deaths in 1908 numbered 124, equivalent to 36.5 per 100,000 
of population. This is slightly above the death rate for 1907, 34.6, 
but compares very favorably with 52.4, the average annual death rate 
for the quinquennium ending 1905, and even more favorably with 60.3, 
the annual average death rate for the preceding quinquennium. 
Possibly, in so far as the morbidity and death rates for the single 
year 1908 are concerned, the improvement may be attributable, in 
part at least, to favoring climatic influences. We can not, however, 
attribute to climate influences the generally downward tendency 
of the typhoid fever curve during the past twenty years, as within that 
period climatic conditions have certainly varied within the ordinary 
range of variations, and have not tended continually in any one 
direction. And so long as it is impossible to point to any one thing 
as the cause of the improvement noted, it must, in the absence of 
further light, be attributed to the general improvement in the sanitary 
conditions in the District. 

Steam railway accidents. — It was hoped that with the establishment 
of the Union Station and the reduction in the number of grade crossings 
deaths from steam railway accidents would be materially lest fre- 
quent. Such, however, is not the case. Seventeen persons lost their 
lives from this cause in 1908, which is exactly the average number 
who lost their lives annually from the same cause during the five-year 
period 1896 to 1900. During the five-year period 1901 to 1905 the 
average loss of life per annum was 24, but during this period the large 
gangs of men employed in connection with railway construction 
incident to the alterations under way in our terminal facilities 
probably accounted for the increase. The average death rate per 
100,000 per annum during the quinquennium 1896-1900 was 6. 
The death rate last year was 5. 

Street railway accidents. — The mortality from street railway acci- 
dents during 1908 was the greatest recorded in the history of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, 20 persons having lost their lives from this cause. The 
average death rate from street railway accidents during the five-year 
period 1896-1900 was 2.5, and during the five-year period 1901-1905 
was 2.6; the death rate in 1906 was 2.8, in 1907, 4.9, and in 1908, 5.9. 
It is reasonable to presume that there has been corresponding increase 
in the frequency of accidents which temporarily disable or permanently 
maim, but stop short of causing death. In any event, the situation 
demands rigid investigation. 

Obstacles to improvement in the death rate. — While the prevalence of 
some of the more important communicable and preventable diseases 
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has declined and the general death rate for the District has to a certain 
extent fallen, the improvement in the general death rate has been 
very materially retarded by the increased prevalence of certain con- 
ditions which so far as science has yet demonstrated are either not 
preventable, or else are preventable only by rigid personal hygiene 
and not by any public effort. The death rate from cancerous growths 
in 1908 was 81.2 per 100,000, while the average annual death rate 
during the five-year period, 1901 to 1905 was only 70, and during the 
preceding five-year period was 61.3. Grippe during the five-year 
period 1896 to 1900 showed an average annual death rate of 12.7 per 
100,000, and during the next five-year period a death rate of 28.6; 
during the calendar year 1908 its death rate was 48. The average 
annual death rate from Blight's disease and arteriosclerosis during 
the five-year period ending with 1900 was 98.4; during the next five- 
year period it had risen to 126.8; during the calendar year 1908 it 
was 146.9. Suicide, too, has helped to prevent a more rapid decline 
in the death rate. The average annual death rate from suicide during 
the five-year period 1896 to 1900 was 13.3 per 100,000. The average 
during the five-year period 1901-1905 was 16.4. During the calendar 
year 1908 the death rate was 19.5. 

It is apparent from the foregoing figures that efforts made by the 
Government to prevent sickness and diseases must, to be most 
largely successful, extend more deeply into the matter of investiga- 
tion and of education than at present. Until the cause of cancer is 
known action for its prevention will be impossible. And with respect 
to such mortality as occurs from Blight's disease and arteriosclerosis, 
where it is commonly believed that something toward prevention can 
be accomplished by the individual by proner methods of living, it will 
be quite impossible for individuals generally to accomplish even what 
can be accomplished unless they are properly educated with respect 
to the matter, and such education, as well as other sanitary education 
of like character, must form a part of the public-school curriculum 

Alley mortality. —The study into the relative mortality among 
dwellers m alleys and on streets, which was begun several years a^o 
has continued. Certain figures heretofore compiled have been con- 
trary to preconceived ideas, showing that death rates in alleys were 
as good and m some cases even better than death rates for streets 
The comparative street and alley death rates for 1908 are not how- 
ever, of that character. Among white people the alley death rate 
was 17.30 the street death rate only 14.64. Among colored people 
the alley death rate was 31.86, and the street death rate was 25 65 
b rom pulmonary tuberculosis among white people the allev death 
rate was 62 ner 100 000 while the stTeet deal mte 125 ; b7among 
colored people the alley death rate was 640, the street death rate only 
383. *rom pneumonia among white people living in allevs the 
death rate was 124, while among those living on streets it was only 95 
Among colored residents of alleys the death rate from this diseas/wa 



, i , , 7 , deilti } s P er 100,000 and on streets onlv 64 
Among colored children of corresponding age this disease caused in 
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alleys 309 deaths per 100,000 and on streets only 157. As a factor in 
these relative mortality figures, the greater poverty and ignorance of 
alley dwellers must be borne in mind as an influence quite apart from 
alley residence per se. Nevertheless the figures may be looked upon 
as tending very strongly to show the importance of eliminating alley 
life from our social conditions. 

Mortality during the first six months of 1909. — During the first six 
months of 1909, 3,266 deaths w r ere registered at the health office, 
being only 6 more than were registered during the corresponding 
period of the preceding year, notwithstanding the increase in the 
population. The number of deaths among white persons during the 
first six months of 1908 was 1,864, and during the first six months of 
1909 was 1,940. Among colored people there was a decline in the 
number of deaths during the same periods from 1,396 to 1,326. The 
number of deaths from scarlet fever, when the two periods are com- 
pared, increased from 5 to 19, and those from diphtheria from 11 to 
25. During the latter period 38 deaths were charged to measles, no 
deaths having occurred from this disease during the first half of 1908. 
The number of deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis increased from 
369 to 388. There was also an increase in the number of deaths from 
pneumonia from 346 to 374. The number of deaths charged to 
typhoid fever during the first six months of 1909 was 48, an increase 
of 23 when compared with the corresponding period of the preceding 
year. Deaths from diarrheal diseases among persons 2 years of age 
and over increased from 29 to 34. Diarrheal diseases among chil- 
dren less than 2 years of age caused only 75 fatalities, as compared 
with 86 during the corresponding period of the previous year. 

(hmrmnimole diseases. — A detailed analysis of the situation during 
1908 with respect to reportable communicable diseases appears in the 
report of the medical inspector in charge of the contagious disease 
service, printed elsewhere in this volume, and reference to certain of 
these diseases, typhoid fever and tuberculosis, has already been made 
in the discussion of the mortality returns. The following statement 
shows the relative frequency of the occurrence of the several report- 
able communicable diseases during 1908 and their comparative 
malignancy:

ties too high. 
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A case of leprosy was discovered in August, 1908, the patient 
apparently having contracted the disease in the Philippines. He was 
duly quarantined in accordance with law and at the close of the period 
covered by this report, June 30, 1909, arrangements were being 
effected for his removal to New York City. 

A case of glanders was reported in March, 1909. The patient 
suffered from the cutaneous form of the disease (farcy) and made a 
good recovery. 

The case of glanders is the only case of that disease in a human being 
of which the department has record as having occurred in the District 
of Columbia, and the case of leprosy is the only one that has ever 
existed in the District of Columbia that has come to the knowledge 
of the health department. A detailed account of these cases appears 
in the report or the medical inspector in charge of the contagious- 
disease service, in the appendix. 

Isolating wards, smallpox hospital and quarantine station. — The fol- 
lowing statement shows the service rendered by the isolating wards 
at Garfield Memorial and Providence hospitals, by the smallpox 
hospital and by the quarantine station :

During the period covered by this report the bacteriologist was 
employed but three hours each day, being compensated accordingly 
and examined on an average of 12.8 specimens for each day worked! 

Dismjechng service.-The work of the disinfecting service has been 
considerably increased during the past year by the operation of the 
law requiring disinfection of all apartments vacated by persons 
suffering from communicable forms of tuberculosis. The total 

? l ™ wl?. !TnT eS v*"**?* <* u ™g th * calendar year 1908 was 
1,391, the number disinfected during the preceding year was 907. 
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Four thousand nine hundred and seventy-one articles were disin- 
fected at the disinfecting station. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 

During the school year 1008-9 the 12 medical inspectors of schools 
made 9,197 visits to the 167 school buildings in the District and 105 
visits to residences of pupils. Four thousand four hundred and 
ninety-one examinations of pupils in attendance at school were made 
to determine the necessity for exclusion, and 1,196 exclusions for 
cause were recommended. Ten thousand nine hundred and fifty-two 
examinations of pupils were made to determine whether pupils who 
had been absent from school might safely be permitted to return. 
Two thousand three hundred and thirty-six pupils were examined to 
ascertain whether they had or had not been vaccinated as required 
by law as a condition precedent to admission to school in this Dis- 
trict. Medical inspectors of schools examined 240 candidates for 
admission to the normal school. Each inspector visited on an 
average of 4.14 school buildings each school day, and examined a 
daily average of 6.95 pupils. The daily average of pupils excluded 
for cause by each inspector was 0.54, and the daily average of read- 
missions was 4.93. 

A detailed account of this service appears in the report of the 
medical inspector in charge of the contagious disease service. 

CHILD-LABOR LAW. 

During the fiscal year 1908-9, in order to enable the superintendent 
of public schools better to determine whether or not to issue pertain 
>ermits under the child-labor law, 1,248 children were examined at 
lis request to ascertain whether they were physically able to perform 
the labor that they desired to undertake. Unfortunately no record 
has heen kept of the results of the examinations. 

PRIVATE HOSPITALS AND ASYLUMS. 

Regulations to govern the establishment and maintenance of 
private hospitals and asylums were promulgated by the commis- 
sioners on May 19, 1909, under authority of an act to regulate the 
establishment and maintenance of private hospitals and asylums in 
the District of Columbia, approved April 20, 1908. These regula- 
tions cover fully all features of hospital and asylum administration 
in such a manner as to protect in so far as practicable the health and 
physical safety of the inmates of such places. At the close of the 
year action is being taken toward procuring the registration of all 
existing institutions. The regulations are printed in the appendix. 

CEMETERIES. 

There has been no change in the number or status of cemeteries in 
the District of Columbia during the past year. 

The municipal crematorium was put into operation m October, 
1908. Since that time and up to the end of the fiscal year the bodies 
of 87 adults and of 332 children have been cremated. The com- 
missioners, under authority of the act of April 20, 1906, by which 
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the crematorium was established, have fixed a charge of $25 for 
cremation, to be collected in those cases where the estate or the 
family or the decedent is able to pay the cost of disposing of his 
remains. The commissioners' order is printed in the appendix. 

The total number of bodies buried in the District of Columbia 
during the calendar year 1908 was 5,159, of which 4,727 died within 
the District and 432 were brought in for interment. The total 
number of bodies cremated within the District was 99, 92 of residents 
and 7 being brought into the District for cremation. Of the bodies 
of 6,136 persons dying within the District, 1,051 were removed to 
other places for interment, not including 266 taken to the National 
Cemetery at Arlington, Va. As a partial offset to this, 439 bodies 
were brought into the District to be disposed of by burial or crema- 
tion within its confines. 

Recommendations of previous years for the relaxation of the re- 
strictions which now exist with respect to caring for and disposing of 
the dead are renewed. 

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES OF ANIMALS. 

Rabies. — Sixty-nine cases of rabies were reported during the fiscal 
vear 1908-9 among dogs, and among cats 4 cases. There were bitten 
by these rabid dogs, so far as the health department is informed, 32 
persons and 12 domestic animals. Five persons were bitten by the 
rabid cats. Fortunately no cases of rabies developed among the per- 
sons so bitten. The Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service on 
April 30, 1908, began to treat free of expense all persons bitten by 
rabid animals, and many persons have availed themselves of the 
opportunity of receiving treatment, and this presumably accounts in 
part at least for the absence of fatalities among human beings. 

Glanders. — One case of glanders was reported during the year 
among domestic animals. The case of glanders that occurred in a 
human being, a stable attendant, has been referred to elsewhere in 
this report. 

CHEMICAL LABORATORY. 

There were examined in the chemical laboratory during the fiscal 
year 1908-9, 4,577 samples of various kinds. The working force in 
the chemical laboratory consists of the chemist and one inspector 
detailed, to assist him. The average number of samples analyzed 
each for every day actually worked was 8.44. A detailed statement 
ot the nature purpose, and results of such analyses appears in the 
appendix, m the report of the chemist.

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FOOD INSPECTION SERVICE. 



Inspection of dairy farm. — The inspection of dairy farms during 
the past year has extended to 882 separate and distinct establish- 
ments. Of these, 62 were in the District of Columbia, 326 in Vir- 
ginia, 476 in Maryland, 15 in New York, and 3 in New Jersey. Four 
thousand two hundred and ninety-four visits were paid to these 
places, representing an average of 2.6 per inspector for every day 
actually worked, and an average frequency of inspection of 4.9 per 
farm per annum. The number of cows on these farms was 16,116, 
of which 189 were condemned as unfit for dairy purposes, 126 for 
tuberculosis, 52 for diseases of the udder, and 11 for other causes. 
The Bureau of Animal Industry of the Department of Agriculture 
and the health department of the District of Columbia have been 
during the past year encouraging farmers voluntarily to ask for the 
application of the tuberculin test, with a view to elimination of tuber- 
culous cattle from dairy herds, and as a consequence there were at 
the close of the year in the dairy herds supplying milk to the District 
of Columbia 1,355 cows known to have been subjected efficiently to 
the tuberculin test, equivalent to 8.47 per cent of all cows supplying 
milk to the District. For further information concerning the inspec- 
tion of dairy farms, reference is made to the report in the appendix 

relating to it. . 

The distances traveled by the inspectors of dairy farms m order to 
visit the places under their supervision are so great as materially to 
limit the amount of work that one man can do. An effort is made to 
have a maximum amount of attention paid to those places which appear 
from the records to be most in need of it, but this method ol super- 
vision would be much more satisfactory if it were possible to supple- 
ment it by the results of bacteriological examinations of the products 
of the farm. Whatever may be said with respect to the significance 
of bacterial findings in milk in so far as relates to the causation of 
disease, there can be no question but that a large number of bacteria, 
regardless of variety, indicates either that the milk has been care- 
lessly handled or else has been kept too long, or that both such condi- 
tions have existed. It follows, therefore, as between a given number 
of samples of milk of the same kind— raw milk, pasteurized milk, 
whole milk, skimmed milk, buttermilk, or cream— the one which 
contains the largest number of bacteria is the dirtiest or the oldest, 
and, as between a given number of farms similarly situated, that iarm 
which sends the dirtiest or the oldest milk into the city needs the 
closest supervision. Which of these farms needs such supervision 
can be determined, however, only by a knowledge of the bacterial 
content of the output, and for the proper study of this matter it is 
essential that the health department be provided with a bacteriolog- 
ical laboratory properly equipped and manned for the purpose. 

Inspection of dairies.— There were 59 licensed dairies independent 
of dairy farms, under inspection during the year— that is, places 
where the sale of milk formed the principal or only business lnese 
were inspected 1,432 times, representing an average number ot inspec- 
tions of 8.2 per inspector for every day actually worked, and an 
average frequency of inspection of 24.3 per dairy per annum. Sub- 
stantially, one inspector devotes his entire time to this work. 



• 
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Inspection of milk. — There were collected during the year, and 
chemically analyzed, 3,659 samples of milk, 101 of cream, 12 of 
skimmed milk, and 27 of buttermilk; in all 3,799 samples; an average 
of 10.4 for every working day. Of these samples, 431, or 11.3 per 
cent, fell below the legal standard, but many of these showed no sub- 
stantial variation. Prosecutions were instituted in 135 cases, and 
fines and forfeitures collected amounting to $885. Substantially, one 
inspector devotes his entire time to the collection of samples of milk 
and other foods for analysis. 

Inspection of live stock. — There are yet 20 small slaughterhouses 
within the District, operating at irregular intervals, although by far 
the largest amount of killing is done at the larger establishments, 
some within the District and some located in Virginia, just across the 
Potomac River. Veterinary inspectors from the health department 
visited local stock yards and the small slaughterhouses referred to 
553 times, and 2,867 animals were slaughtered under inspection. 
Twenty-one were condemned as unfit for food. This work is looked 
after by the 3 veterinary inspectors, whose primary duty it is to 
inspect dairy farms and whose headquarters are in Washington. 
Slaughtering at the larger establishments, practically all of which are 
engaged in interstate trade,' is under the immediate supervision of 
the meat inspection service of the Bureau of Animal Industry, and 
such establishments, therefore, are not inspected by the health 
department. 

Inspection of markets, grocery stores, etc.— -The register of places 
where food is sold, which was opened on July 1, 1907, now contains 
4,965 names, among which are the names of grocers, confectioners, 
druggists, bakers, and fish vendors, and the proprietors of market 
stalls, fruit stands, lunch rooms, saloons, and hotels. Of these places, 
38,690 inspections were made during the year. The condemnation of 
food has continued as heretofore. Tables showing the gross amount 
of work done appear in the appendix. 



SANITARY INSPECTION. 



Tables showing the work done in the sanitary inspection service, 
including the number of nuisances reported during the fiscal year 
1908-9, and the character of such nuisances, appear on page 59. 

Under the system of registration, established for the purpose of 
facilitating systematic inspection, 645 barber shops now appear upon 
the register, and 969 stables, and the names of 2,606 persons who 
make a business of taking in washing. These barber shops were in- 
spected during the year 3,053 times. No separate record has been 
kept of the frequency of the inspection of stables and the places where

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its enforcement. Previous recommendations for the repeal or the 
substantial amendment of this act, or for the making of a special 
appropriation to carry it into effect, are renewed. 

Smoke inspection. — There were in the District during the fiscal year 
1908-9 somewhat more than 350 establishments under observation 
by the health department, to determine whether they were or were 
not complying with the smoke law. Ten thousand nine hundred and 
three observations were made and 1,015 emissions of dense or thick 
black or gray smoke were discovered. Of these emissions, however, 
by far the larger number were of such brief duration and so infrequent 
that it was not deemed good policy to institute prosecutions. The 
time spent by the inspector in court in the prosecution of such cases 
would have necessarily diminished his field work without, it is be- 
lieved, any corresponding benefit. Seventy-seven cases, however, 
were referred to the police court for settlement. From these cases 
and from 5 that were pending at the beginning of the fiscal year, fines 
and forfeitures were collected amounting to $1,465.

POUND SERVICE. 

Tl lore were collected by the pound service during the fiscal year 
6,498 dogs, 4,517 cats, 22 horses, 1 mule, 1 hog, and 3 goats — in all, 
11,042 animals, an average of 36 per working day. Of the dogs col- 
lected, 1,429 were surrendered by their owners and 5,069 were im- 
pounded because unlawfully running at large. Thirty-seven dogs 
were sold, 5 returned without fee, on order of the commissioners, being 
dogs in transit through the District, 1,269 were redeemed by their 
owners, and 5,208 killed. All cats, 4,517, were killed. For the 37 
dogs sold, $74 was collected, fees for redeemed animals amounted to 
12,537, and there were collected for food furnished impounded ani- 
mals, S3. 25. The total gross income from the pound service was, 
therefore, $2,614.25. 

In connection with this statement concerning the work of the 
Pound service, however, it must be borne in mind that from June 16, 
!908, to December 16, 1908, a muzzling proclamation was in force, 
and dogs, even though tagged, were impounded if unmuzzled. That 
this factor largely increased the work and the revenue of the pound 
service is shown by the following statement .

The health department has no way of ascertaining accurately the 
names of physicians, dentists, midwives, and undertakers who after 
having registered discontinue the practice of their professions or occu- 
pations in the District of Columbia because of death, removal from 
the District, or other reasons. The names on the registers there- 
fore, are in excess of the persons in the District who are actually 
engaged m such professions and occupations. 

TRANSCRIPTS FROM RECORDS. 

During the fiscal year 1908-9, 813 transcripts of records of births,

In addition to the revenue stated above, the income from licenses 
for keeping dogs, $21,498.63, is attributable to a large extent to the 
activity of the pound service. The amount of revenue derived as an 
incident to the work of the health department should, it is believed, 
be carefully considered in connection with any attempt made to 
determine the cost and value of the department. 

SUMMARY OF WORK DONE. 

The usual summary of the work done in the department in a some- 
what enlarged and more detailed form appears in the appendix on 
>ages 66-68. It marks another step in the effort that is being made 
>y the department to develop an analytical table that will show the 
work of the department in its relation to the cost thereof. 

PERSONNEL. 

. The appointment of inspectors on the basis of competitive exam- 
inations which has been followed with respect to the health depart- 
ment for some years past has proven extremely satisfactory. While 
|f is true that men are sometimes appointed in the first instance who 
d° not in the end prove qualified, yet since they are appointed in the 
beginning for probationary periods only, such men are early dis- 
connected from the service. The type of employees and the charac- 
ter of work done has, it is believed/steadily improved since the mak- 
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ing of appointments on the basis of competitive examinations was 
begun. Provision should be made, however, for retiring men who 
have grown old in the service, if the highest type of work is to be 
accomplished. Moreover, as has been previously pointed out, the 
status of the employees of the department generally should, by law, 
be improved so as to insure them tenure of office during good behavior, 
so as to give for a reasonable period at least longevity pay, and so as 
to provide for their retirement with pay in event of disability received 
in the line of duty or in event of any disability whatsoever after long- 
continued service. Until this is done, the department can not ex- 
pect to procure or retain the services of those best qualified for the 
performance of its work. And in principle there seems to be no 
reason why the health department could not be put upon the same 
favorable basis with respect to this matter as are certain other 
branches of the District government in which security of tenure of 
office and retirement and pension privileges are now assured by law. 
It is hoped that the commissioners may see their way clear at an 
early date to recommend legislation to improve the status of em- 
ployees in the service of the health department.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR IN CHARGE OF THE CONTAGIOUS 

DISEASE SERVICE. 

Washington, October 15, 1909. 

Sir: I respectfully submit the following report of the work done in 
the contagious disease service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1909: 

During the calendar year 1908 all the reportable contagious dis- 
eases prevailed to a greater extent than during the preceding year, 
except in the case of chicken pox. In this disease there was a reduc- 
tion of 50 per cent in the number of cases reported. In most of the 
diseases the mortality was also increased. During the year the de- 
partment had to deal with quite an outbreak of smallpox, also one 
of typhoid fever and one of measles. These outbreaks considerably 
increased the work of the service. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

During the year ending December 31, 1908, 389 white and 92 col- 
ored eases of diphtheria were reported, making a total of 481 cases. 
During the preceding year 411 cases were reported, the increase occur- 
ring among the colored population, the rate per 100,000 rising from 
35.3 in 1907 to 94.4 in the present year. The mortality, however, 
was much reduced. Twenty-two of the cases terminated fatally, 
15 being white and 7 colored. The percentage of deaths to cases 
among the white population was 3.9; colored, 7.6; the total for all 
being 4.6. These figures when compared with those of the preceding 
year show the white mortality reduced from 5.6 to 3.9, the colored 
from 20.6 to 7.6, the total mortality from 6.8 to 4.6. The record 
shows that for several years past the mortality from diphtheria has 
been gradually declining. The disease prevailed in the proportion 
among the whites of 160:8 and among the colored 94.4 for each 100,000 
<>f the population, and for the whole population in the proportion of 
141.7 per 100,000. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1909, 219 cases of diphtheria were re- 
ported as against 167 cases during the corresponding period of 1908. 
The percentage of fatal cases was also greatly increased, as will be 
seen from the following figures: Of these 219 cases reported 25 died, 
19 heing white and 6 colored. The percentage of deaths to cases was 
!0.2 for the white, 18.7 for the colored, and 11.4 for all. This in- 
creased mortality would indicate that the disease prevailing during 
the first half of 1909 was of a more severe type. It is hoped, however, 
that the latter half of the year will show an improvement both m the 
number of cases and in the death rate. 

23 
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In September, 1908, an outbreak of diphtheria occurred in the Na- 
tional Training School for Boys, an institution coming under the 
jurisdiction of the United States Department of Justice. During the 
outbreak 49 cases occurred. Many of the cases presented few, if any, 
clinical symptoms. It was found, however, upon taking cultures 
from the throats of all of the inmates that a number contained the 
diphtheria bacilli, requiring the cases to be reported as diphtheria and 
the patients to be isolated. On account of the large number of cases 
it was found quite difficult to arrange for the proper isolation of the 
patients. The difficulty was, however, overcome by using the hos- 
pital and one other building, the latter being used only for suspect 
cases. No deaths occurred. In view of cases being found in every 
building except the administration building, it was necessary to dis- 
infect the many buildings on the reservation with this single excep- 
tion. This was a considerable undertaking and required a great deal 
of labor. The disinfection was done by the health department at the 
request of the officer in charge of the institution. 

During the calendar year 2,875 cultures from the throats of certain 
patients were submitted to the health department for examination to 
determine the presence or absence of the diphtheria germ therein. 
One thousand seven hundred and fourteen of these were primary 
. cultures, 427 being positive and 1,287 negative. 



SCARLET FEVER. 



Scarlet fever prevailed to a much greater extent during the year 
ending December 31, 1908 than in the preceding year. In & 1907 only 
168 cases were reported, while in the past calendar vear 327cases were 
reported, 300 white and 27 colored, an increase of 159 cases. Accom- 
panying this increase in the number of cases was an increased mor- 
tality. Nine of the 327 cases terminated fatally, 8 being white and 1 
colored. These figures give a percentage of deaths to cases among the 
whites of 2.7, colored 3.7, and 2.7 for all. The year 1907 only gave 
a mortality of 1 .2 for the white, 0.0 for the colored, and 1 1 for all As 
m the year 1907, the disease prevailed almost exclusively anions the 
white population, 300 out of the total 327 cases occurring among 
the white People The extent to which the disease prevailed anion? 
the whites was 120.4 and among the colored 27.7 for each 100,000 
ol the population, the total for all being 96 0 

From January 1 to June 30, 1909, 426 cases of scarlet fever were re- 
ported, a very decided increase as compared with the same period of 
the preceding year, when only 178 cases were reported Of the 426 
cases reported, 382 were white and only 44 colored. These figures 
again show the disease to be confined almost exclusively to the white 
population. The only explanation I can of! e f Z %£ 2£2 
undue prevalence of the disease among the whites is that t h e S 
nosis of scarlet fever in the dark skin race is more ^fficuft^d 
doubtless cases are passed unrecognized.

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TYPHOID FEVER. 



The typhoid fever situation remains practically unchanged since the 
last report, except that the percentage of fatal cases was slightly in- 
creased. 

The total number of cases reported during the calendar year 1908 
was 944, as against 945 for the preceding year. In 8 of these cases the 
diagnosis was subsequently changed as follows: 

Number of diagnosis made 3

Total 8 

Deducting these 8 cases from the 944 cases reported leaves a total 
of 936 cases" to be accounted for. Of these 936 cases, 674 were white 
and 262 colored. One hundred and twenty-four of these cases termi- 
nated fatally, 88 whites and 36 colored, the percentage of deaths to 
cases being 13.1 for the white, 13.7 for the colored population, and 
13.2 for all. These figures show an increased mortality among the 
whites, and a decreased mortality among the colored population, 
when compared with the year 1907. The disease prevailed among 
the white population in the proportion of 278.6, and among the 
colored 268.8, for each 100,000 of the population, while the rate per 
100,000 for the entire population was 275.8. 

During the first six months of the calendar year 1909, 292 cases of 
typhoid lever were reported, 234 white and 58 colored. Forty-five 
of these cases died, 31 white and 14 colored. During the correspond- 
ing period of last year 167 white and 54 colored cases were reported, 
making a total of 221 . Twenty-four of these cases died, 16 white and 
8colored. It will be observed that not only was the number of cases 
reported during the first half of 1909 increased, but the mortality was 
also largely increased. The percentage of deaths to cases for this 
period in 1908 was 9.58 for the white and 14.82 for the colored, while 
in 1909 the white rate was 13.2 and the colored 24.0. From these fig- 
ures it seems quite clear that the disease prevailing this present year 
was of a more severe type. , 

The health department, in conjunction with the United States Pub- 
lic Health and Marine-Hospital Service, is still engaged in an endeavor 
to discover the cause of the continued prevalence of typhoid fever in 
the District of Columbia. Nothing of importance has, however, been 
brought to light, except a case of a bacillus carrier who was found on 
one of the dairy farms supplying milk to customers residing in the 
western section of the city. The discovery of this carrier was brought 
about by an outbreak of typhoid fever in the western part of the city. 
Investigation showed that the cases were occurring among the cus- 
tomers of a certain dairyman. This dairyman obtained his milk sup- 
ply from two farms located in Maryland. Both of these farms were 
visited, but no clew could be obtained. In carrying the investigation 
further it was decided to ascertain, if possible, if any of the persons 
employed on the dairy farm (suspicion having been directed to one 
farm only) were bacillus carriers. The necessary specimens were ob- 
tained and examined, and confirmed suspicions. As soon as the milk 
supply from this farm was stopped the number of cases reported began 
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to drop off at once. Before the outbreak was over 53 cases occurred, 
8 of which resulted fatally.

SMALLPOX. 



An outbreak of smallpox which started in the southwest section of 
the city during the latter part of September, 1907, and which was 
referred to in last year's report, continued until the month of May, 
1908, at which time it abated. This outbreak was responsible for the 
great increase in the number of cases reported over the preceding 
vear. During the year ending December 31, 1907, only 7 cases were 
reported, while for the year 1908, 193 cases were reported. This 
outbreak was confined almost exclusively to the colored population, 
171 of the cases reported being of that race. All but 7 of the cases 
occurring in 1908 were treated at the smallpox hospital, and, although 
some were of very severe type and others complicated with other 
diseases, it is gratifying to report that all recovered. The youngest 
patient in the hospital was 13 days old, and the oldest 57 years 

Smallpox prevailed among the white race in the proportion of 9.1 
ami the colored race 175.4 per each 100,000 of the population, while 
the percentage for all was 57.0. 

The smallpox hospital was open 251 days between January 1 and 
December 31, 1908, the total number of patients being 186 and the 
total number of patient days 3,040. The average number of patients 
Per day per quarantine period was 0.74, and the average number ot 
days per patient was for the quarantine period 12.1 and for the 
year 8.3. 

The quarantine station was open 218 days between January 1 and 
December 31, 1908 During this period 213 persons were admitted, 
the total number of inmate days being 2,515. The average number 
(, f days for each inmate per quarantine period was 11.5 and tor the 
year 6.9, and the average number of inmates per day was 0.98 dur- 
m g the time the quarantine station was open. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1909, only 12 cases of smallpox were 
sported, 5 being white and 7 colored. There were no fatal cases. 
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These figures show a decided improvement over the conditions exist- 
ing during the corresponding period .of the previous year. 



MEASLES. 



From January 1 to December 31, 1908, 1,178 cases of measles 
were reported, 875 being white and 303 colored. These figures 
indicate a large increase over the preceding year, but since the regis- 
tration law was not enacted until February 9, 1907, proper figures 
for comparison are not available. Of the 1,178 cases reported, only 
2 terminated fatally, both being white, the percentage of deaths to 
cases being 0.2 for the white. For each 100,000 of the population 
the white race furnished 361.7 cases, the colored 310.9, and the whole 
population 347.1. 

Some time during the latter part of November, 1908, a serious 
epidemic of measles commenced, and it continued until about July 
1, 1909. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1909, 6,379 cases were reported; 5,370 
were white and 1,009 colored. Of all the cases reported 36 died, 
27 white and 9 colored, the percentage of deaths to cases being 0.5 
for the whites and 0.9 for the colored, while the percentage for all 
was 0.6. Owing to this epidemic hundreds of children were kept 
out of school. It was found while the epidemic was in progress that 
excluding children from school who lived in nouses where measles 
existed had very little, if any, influence in preventing the spread of 
the disease. In view of this fact and of the further fact that many 
of these children were losing valuable time from their studies, the 
health officer, on March 20, 1909, recommended to the Commissioners 
of the District of Columbia that that part of the regulations govern- 
ing the medical inspection of schools which required children who 
resided in premises where measles existed to remain away from 
school during the continuance of the case be amended so as to'permit 
all such children presenting satisfactory evidence to the health 
officer that they themselves had previously suffered from a well- 
defined attack of measles to continue in attendance at school, not- 
withstanding the fact that some of the other occupants of the'same 
premises were sick with the disease. This recommendation of the 
health officer was approved by the commissioners and the board of 
education on March 22 and went into effect at once. I am satisfied 
that many children suffering from measles, and whose parents did 
not employ the services of a physician, were permitted by the parents 
to return to school before the patient had entirely recovered from

unite and .9 colored. The prevalence of this disease among the 
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white race was in the proportion 140.1, among the colored race 144.6 
to each 100,000 of the population, and among the entire population 
per 100,000, 141.4. The percentage of deaths to cases was 2.6 for 
the whites, 20.6 for the colored, and 7.9 for all. In comparison with 
the preceding year these figures show a decreased percentage of deaths 
for the white and an increased for the colored population. The 
marked difference in the death rate between the white and colored 
cases is doubtless accounted for by reason of the better care and en- 
vironments of the average white child. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1909, 326 cases were reported as against 
314 during the corresponding period of last year. Two hundred and 
seventy-one of these cases were white and 55 colored. Eight white and 
6 colored patients died. The percentage of deaths to cases was 2.9 for 
the white, 10.9 for the colored, and 4.3 for all. 



CHICKEN POX. 



Five hundred and twenty-two cases of chicken pox were reported 
during the year ending December 31, 1908, 435 being white and 87 
colored. For each 100,000 of population the disease prevailed among 
the whites in the proportion of 179.8 and the colored 89.2, while for 
the whole population it was 153.5. There were no fatalities. From 
January 1 to June 30, 1909,391 cases were reported, 335 being white 
and 56 colored, with no deaths. 



EPIDEMIC CEREBROSPINAL MENINGITIS. 



Between January 1 and December 31, 1908, 33 cases of epidemic 
cerebro-spinal meningitis were reported, 16 white and 17 colored. 
The number of fatal cases was 20, white 10 and colored 10. The per- 
centage of deaths to cases was for the whites 62.5 and for the colored 
58.8, while for all it was 60.6. It will be observed that the mortality 
was greater among the whites. During the year 1907 the percentage 
of fatalities for the white race was 60.0 and for the colored 100. These 
figures show an increased mortality for the white and very marked 
reduction for the colored race over the preceding year. The preva- 
lence of the disease was in the proportion of 6.6 for the white and 17.4 
h>r the colored for each 100,000 of the population, while for the total 
population it was 60.60. . 

From January 1 to June 30, 1909, 10 cases were reported, 8 white 
and 2 colored, with 4 deaths, all white, the percentage of deaths 
to cases being 50.0 for the white. 



LEPROSY. 



On August 21, 1908, a white man, 35 years of age, was reported to 
the health department as a suspected case of leprosy. The case was 
promptly investigated by the department, and from the clinical symp- 
toms presented by the patient and from the bacteriological examina- 
tion of sections of tissues removed from him a positive diagnosis was 
wade, the microscopic slides showing the presence of numerous lepra 
bacilli. As the department had no building in which the patient 
could be isolated as the law required, a tent was erected on the gov- 
ernment reservation, No. 13, near the smallpox quarantine station. 
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As soon as the diagnosis of leprosy was confirmed, efforts were made 
to have him returned to his home in Lynn, N. C. The authorities 
of that State, however, refused to allow him to return. When it be- 
came evident that the District of Columbia must permanently care 
for this patient, an effort was made to obtain possession of a brick 
building on the same reservation, No. 13, which was then occupied 
by the family of an employee of the District government. Before, 
however, this building could be used by the patient and his family 
(the members of his family having come to Washington from their 
home in North Carolina) it was necessary to remodel the house so as 
to permit of the complete isolation of the patient from the other mem- 
bers of his household. The work of remodeling the structure was com- 
pleted and the building taken possession of by the patient about De- 
cember 1 , 1908. The following history of the case was obtained from 
the patient: 

I was a soldier in the United States Army; saw service in Cuba in 1898-99; re- 
turned to the United States in 1899 and went to Chicago, 111., and from there to the 
Philippines in 1901, remaining in that country until May, 1903, when 1 again returned 
to the United States; was taken sick about May 1, 1908— numbness in legs, depressed 
and sluggish feeling, shooting pains in both arms and legs. Eruption (nodular) ap- 
peared on forehead about one year previously; severe nasal catarrh preceding eruption. 

At the time of this man's appearance in Washington both hands 
and forearms were edematous, with a number of nodules of various 
sizes on the wrists. Both legs were also edematous. A number of 
nodules were also on the forehead, face, and neck. The ulnar nerves 
were enlarged. There was a number of macular spots (brownish in 
color) on the legs and on the back, mostly around the waist line and 
on the buttocks. A number of these spots were pricked with a sharp 
instrument and were found to be without sensation (anaesthetic), 
while the normal skin had perfect sensation. The patient was given 
" chaulmoogra" oil in increasing doses, finally reaching about 23 drops 
three times a day. There being no facilities for the purpose, system- 
atic bathing could not be carried out until after the removal from 
the tent to the permanent building referred to above. After taking 
chaulmoogra oil for some time the patient discontinued its use and 
refused further medical advice. The lesions increased (nodules) for 
some time after he first came under the care of the health department. 
Later they began to recede and finally disappeared, leaving only the 
macular spots, with the increase of anesthesia. 

GLANDERS. 

On March 31, 1909, a young white man, 19 years of age, was 
reported to the health department as suffering from glanders farcv

Upon Se 
ill the h L m °/ R ? derS ' -° ne 0f the veterinarians connected 
with the health department was immediately sent to the stable in 
question and examined the animals found the/ein He was ho™ 
unable to discover any evidence of glanders among them. The 
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proprietor of the stable stated that some of the horses that he had 
recently disposed of had " shipping colds." 

The patient was taken sick on or about March 26, 1909, with 
"fever and sluggishness." He applied at one of the hospitals for 
treatment and his case was diagnosed and reported to the health 
department. About twenty-four hours after the case was reported, 
he was removed to the quarantine station for treatment (there being 
no facilities for proper treatment at his home). At the time of his 
admission at the quarantine station his temperature was 100.2, 
pulse 120, both hands and arms being edematous, with consider- 
able erythema and involvment of the lymphatics of the arms. 
There was, however, no nasal discharge. The left hand showed two 
ulcers (about the size of a dime), one near the wrist joint and the 
other near the second joint of the index finger. The fingers of the 
right hand were very much swollen and glazed in appearance. Dress- 
ings wetted with carbolic acid solution were applied to both hands 
for about twenty-four hours. Afterward bichloride dressings were 
used. The fingers of the right hand were punctured and thoroughly 
washed out with bichloride solution. The patient was put on a liquid 
diet and given ferri chloride and quinine internally. The improve- 
ment was gradual but steady, and he was discharged, cured, April 
29, 1909. Inoculations of guinea pigs with serum taken from the 
fingers of the patent were made by Dr. J. J. Kinyoun, of the depart- 
ment. The reaction was prompt and the animals died. 

The occurrence of this case of leprosy and glanders was unusual in 
the history of the District of Columbia, these being the only cases 
of the kind ever occurring in the District so far as the records show. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The act requiring all cases of pulmonary and other communicable 
forms of tuberculosis to be reported was approved May 13, 1908. 
From the date of approval to December 31, 1908, 925 cases were 
reported, 467 white and 458 colored. Four hundred and thirty of 
these died, 183 white and 247 colored. The percentage of deaths to 
cases was 29.2 for the white, 54 for the colored, and 46.5 for the whole 
population. The disease prevailed among the whites in the propor- 
tion of 193, and the colored 470.9 for each 100,000 of population, 
while for the entire population it was 272.5 for each 100,000. The 
white population furnished 50.5 and the colored 49.5 per cent of all 
the cases reported. 

It is interesting to note the much greater prevalence of the disease 
among the colored population, also the much greater mortality. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1909, 736 cases were reported, 353 
white and 383 colored. Three hundred and eighty-eight of these 
eases resulted fatally, 167 white and 221 colored. These figures show 
a percentage of deaths to cases for the whites 47.3 and for the colored 
57.7. The greatest number of cases occurred between the ages of 
20 and 30. 

The laboratory for the examination of sputum from persons sus- 
Pected to be suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis was not properly 
equipped for doing this work until about August 11, 1908. From 
th at period until December 31, 1908, 314 specimens of sputum were 
examined. In 96 cases the tubercle bacilli were found, while m the 
remaining 218 cases the bacillus was not found.

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 



Nothing unusual occurred during the school year 1908-9. I am 
pleased to report that greater care has apparently been exercised by 
the teachers during the term just closed in requiring pupils to be 
successfully vaccinated before being admitted to school. Several 
times during the year certain pupils were found in school, some of 
whom were suffering from scarlet fever, and others from diphtheria. 
Because of this fact it was found necessary to disinfect 27 school 
rooms for diphtheria and 19 for scarlet fever. One room was also 
disinfected on account of smallpox. No serious outbreak resulted 
from these cases. 

In the latter part of November, 1908, an epidemic of measles began, 
which continued until June, 1909. During the course of this epi- 
demic approximately 6,600 cases were reported, a very large per- 
centage of which were school children. In my judgment this does 
not represent more than about 75 per cent of the cases occurring in 
this District, as many children suffering from measles were not 
attended by physicians and were, consequently, not reported. The 
epidemic was of a mild form, very few fatalities occurring. 

The following table shows that during the school year the largest 
number of exclusions were for pediculosis, 216 being for that cause, 
208 white and only 8 colored. In former reports relative to this sub- 
ject 1 expressed an opinion that the fact that pediculosis was found 
so much more frequently among the white children was due to the 
subject being given much more careful attention by the white teachers 
than by the colored. I am still of the same opinion. A comparison 
() f these figures with those of last year shows a reduction in the 
number excluded for pediculosis from 342 to 233. In the case of 
' luckenpox the number was reduced from 119 to 53. Eighty pupils 
were found in school suffering from measles and were excluded, and 
109 were also excluded because of having been exposed to measles.

During the school term the medical inspectors made 9,197 visits 
to the school buildings and 105 visits to the residences of the pupils. 
Fifteen thousand four hundred and forty-three examinations of pupils 
were made, and 1,186 exclusions for cause ordered, as shown m the 
accompanying table. Ten thousand nine hundred and fifty-two 
examinations for readmission resulted in the return of the pupils. 
Two thousand three hundred and thirty-six pupils were examined to 
ascertain if they had been successfully vaccinated, and 648 had not. 

Physical examinations were made of 240 candidates for admission 
to the normal schools, 109 white and 131 colored. Of the white can- 
didates 17, and of the colored, 37, were found to have some defect of 
vision, and it was recommended that they be required to wear proper 
glasses. One white candidate failed to pass the required physical 
examination. 

During the period from July 1, 1908, to June 30, 1909, 1,248 children 
were physically examined at the request of the board of education 
under the provisions of the child-labor law, the object of the exami- 
nation being to determine if the children were physically able to per- 
form the duties of the positions they desired to fill. A number of 
applicants for permits to work were found to be physically unfit for 
the work, and, on the recommendation of the health department, the 
board of education refused to issue permits in these cases. I regret 
very much that the record fails to show how many of the candidates 
tailed to obtain the necessary permit.

turned over to the health department in October, 1908. In providing 
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for the erection and maintenance of the crematorium, the act further 
provides that the dead bodies of all persons in the District of Columbia 
that can not be disposed of except at public expense, be incinerated 
at the public crematorium. The same act also confers upon the Com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia the authority to prescribe 
and collect for the incineration of bodies not necessarily disposed of 
at public expense, fees in such amounts as may be required to defray 
the cost of incineration. After considering the cost of labor, fuel, 
light, and wear and tear on the furnace, it was believed that a fee of 
$25 would he reasonable for the incineration of the bodies of persons 
other than those to be disposed of at public expense. That amount 
has, therefore, been agreed upon by the commissioners as the fee 
tor the cremation of such bodies. 

From the time that the crematorium was put into operation in 
October, 1908, up to June 30, 1909, the bodies of 87 adults and 332 
infants have been cremated. It is to be regretted that the roadway of 
B street SE., east of Nineteenth street, which road leads to the 
crematorium, is in such bad condition. During bad weather the road 
is almost impassable. I respectfully recommend that an effort be 
made to have this roadway put in proper condition. I recommend 
further that the roadway in reservation 13, leading to the smallpox 
hospital and quarantine station be properly lighted, so as to render 
travel on such roads safe at night. I further recommend that proper 
fire protection be provided for the smallpox hospital and quarantine 
station.

— Of the samples of milk examined 3,253, or 88.90 per cent, 
were collected about the city; 191, or 5.22 per cent, from the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad station; 167, or 4.56 per cent, from the 
Southern Railway station; while 48, or 1.32 per cent, were from 
miscellaneous sources.

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cases, prosecutions were instituted because water had been added to 
the milk. One sample of milk was found to contain annatto, while 
another sample contained vegetable matter. A forfeiture of $5 was 
recorded in each case. Of the 2 cases acquitted, the defendant in 
one case succeeded in proving to the satisfaction of the court that he 
was not a dealer in milk within the meaning of the law, while in the 
other case the defendant was charged with selling watered milk, 
when the result of analysis showed skimmed milk. The error in 
information was made by clerk in drawing up same. Of the 2 cases 
nolle prossed, one was so ordered by the health officer because of 
certain statements made to him by the vendor, and in the other case, 
the defendant could not be found. Sentence was suspended in 1 case 
with the understanding that defendant would discontinue the sale of 
milk.

Of the samples of water from private wells 48.78 per cent showed 
no evidence of injurious contamination, 3.65 per cent were pro- 
nounced suspicious, and 47.56 per cent were condemned. 

Of the samples from public-school wells 60 per cent showed no 
evidence of injurious contamination, none were suspicious, and 40 
per cent were condemned. 
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Of the samples of water from wells on dairy farms 61.43 per cent 
showed no evidence of injurious contamination, 5.55 per cent were 
pronounced suspicious, and 33 per cent were condemned. 

Of the samples of Potomac River water 100 per cent showed no 
evidence, from a chemical standpoint, of injurious contamination. 

Of the table waters examined 75 per cent showed no evidence of 
injurious contamination, while 25 per cent were condemned. 

MISCELLANEOUS ANALYSES. 

Butter. — Of the samples of butter analyzed, 2 were adulterated, 
1 being process or renovated butter, while the other was short 
weight. Prosecutions were instituted with the result that in one case 
a line of $10 was imposed, while in the other case a collateral of $5 
was forfeited. 

< andy. — The samples of candy examined ranged in price from 10 
to (50 cents per pound, and included stick candy, gum drops, lozenges, 
French candy, chocolate confections, etc. No injurious substance or 
other adulterant was found in any sample. 

Drugs and medicines. — Under this heading are included antipyrine, 
capudme (a proprietary headache remedy), chlorid of lime, formalde- 
hyde, a prescription suspected to contain opium, but none was found 
therein; an anodyne for infants, suspected to contain chloral or mor- 
phine, neither drug being found therein; oil of bergamot, oil of 
lemon grass, phenacetine, seidlitz powders, gum tragacanth, and a 
proprietary medicine purporting to be a cure for pulmonary tubercu- 
losis. 

Ice cream. — Of the samples of ice cream examined, 27, or 93 per 
cent, were found to be adulterated under the definition of ice cream 
as set forth in " Standards of Purity for Food Products," issued by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, in Circular No. 19. The adul- 
teration consisted in the presence of starch or gelatin or gum in the 
ice cream, or the absence of a sufficient amount of milk fat. Prose- 
cution was recommended in each instance but none of the cases have 
been tried. 

Lemon extract. — Of the 5 samples examined, 1 contained no oil 
of lemon, while another contained only 0.35 of 1 per cent of lemon 
oil. These cases were referred to the police court for prosecution. A 
line of $30 was imposed in one case, and a collateral of $5 was for- 
feited in the other case. 

Mustard. — Of the samples of mustard examined, 2 were found to 
be adulterated, each containing corn starch and turmeric, 1 sample 
containing 52.24 per cent crude starch. These cases were referred 
to the police court for prosecution and collateral of $5 in each case 
was forfeited. 

Olive oil. — Of the samples of olive oil examined, only 1 was found 
to be adulterated. This sample consisted of cotton-seed oil. The 
case was referred to the police court for prosecution and a collateral 
of $5 was forfeited. 

Sausage. — Of the samples of sausage examined, 2 were found to be 
adulterated, 1 sample containing corn starch as a filler, and the other 
sample containing corn and wheat starch. Prosecution was insti- 
tuted in these cases and a collateral of $5 in each case was forfeited. 
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Vinegar. — Of the samples of vinegar examined, 12, or 26 percent, 
were found to be adulterated. Prosecution was instituted in these 
cases with the result that in 10 cases a collateral of $5 each was for- 
feited ; personal bonds taken in 1 case, and a nolle prosequi entered 
in the other case because the defendant could not be found.

EXAMINATIONS FOR THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Five samples of cocaine were examined chemically and microscop- 
ically and identified as such, prosecution being instituted by the police 
department with the result that a line of $200 and imprisonment in 
jail for six months, and, in default of payment of fine, an additional 
period of six months imprisonment was imposed in each case. Three 
samples of opium, prepared for smoking purposes and known as pen- 
van, were examined and identified; a liquid suspected to contain 
opium; another liquid suspected to contain ergot; another suspected 
to contain narcotics were examined with the result that none of the 
suspected substances was found therein. A prescription suspected to 
contain abortifacients was examined and found to contain oil of 
savine, myrrh, aloes, ginger, and ergot. A sample of antikamnia 
and codein tablets was examined in order to determine the amount 
of codein therein. Two samples of medicine suspected to contain 
poisonous quantities of carbolic acid were analyzed with the result 
that one sample contained 3.1 per cent of absolute phenol, and the 
other contained 21.11 per cent absolute phenol. It is alleged that two 
women were made very ill by taking a dose of these medicines. Other 
articles examined consisted of a rifle, hats, shoes, pants, suspenders, 
undershirts, drawers, vests, sweater, coats, collars, shirt, necktie, 
hatchet etc., for blood stains. These articles were used as evidence 
in murder cases.

Under the heading " Miscellaneous, " are included samples of bak- 
ing powder (containing aluminum sulphate), biscuit prepared from 
same (containing aluminum oxid), thickeners used in the manufacture 
of ice cream, said thickeners consisting of starch, gum, dextrin, etc., 
cake and canned fruit suspected to contain poison, celery, cheese, cod- 
fish, corn meal, condensed milk, cotton-seed oil, flour, shampoo and 
hair cleaner, ham, a dead mouse, orange sirup, pepper, soda water, 
sugar, and vomitus. A sample of soda water alleged to contain cop- 
per or zinc was subjected to analysis with the result that neither of the 
metals were found present, but a comparatively large amount of acid 
carbonate of iron was found therein, giving the water a marked me- 
tallic and styptic taste. An inspection of the soda water apparatus 
was made, and a defective, corroded iron pipe, a part of the pump, 
was found. The defective apparatus was removed at the suggestion 
of this department, and subsequent samples of the water, on analysis, 
failed to show no more than a mere trace of iron, and to be free from 
metallic or styptic taste. 

Recommendations. — The recommendation that provision be made 
for the services of a laborer in the chemical laboratory is again re- 
newed; that the position of assistant chemist be created with com- 
pensation at the rate of $1,000 per annum, and that an appropriation 
of $2,000 be requested for the purpose of purchasing chemical appara- 
tus which the laboratory must have if the work is to be carried on in 
the most advantageous manner.

During the fiscal year all dairy farms supplying milk to the District 
of Columbia have been regularly and systematically inspected bv the 
veterinary inspectors. The dairy farms have been inspected" 4.09 
times each during the year. A more frequent inspection could be 
given if local conditions did not prevent. For instance, the country 
roads are almost impassable for three months of each year, and as the 
farms are widely separated in some of the inspection districts, it fre- 
quently happens that only one or two farms can be inspected in one 
day. In those sections of the country where practically every farmer 
is a dairyman, and where the inspector can go from farm to farm 
without very much travel, the authorities can very readily cause 
more frequent inspections to be made. Several of the inspectors have 
isolated farms which require an entire day to inspect, so great is their 
separation from any dairy section. There are 5 such farms in my 
personal district; 3 of these farms require that I leave Washington on 
a tram about 7 o clock a. m., and can not return until 8 or 9 p. m., thus 
spending a long day m the inspection of one farm 

Conditions are gradually improving on most of our dairy farms. 
On some farms it comes very slowly, but as a rule farms are in much 

tl0 fl n than l h Y Were a few ^ ears a £°- Man 7 ^rmers are 
cementing the floors and drains of their cow stables, and dairy farms 
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with cement floors in the dairy and wash rooms are the usual thing. 
Barnyards are usually kept clean and well graded. More attention is 
given to lighting and ventilation. The farms are generally provided 
with water heaters for heating the water used for cleansing milk 
utensils, etc. 

The circular letter sent to each milk producer by the health officer 
relative to screening dairies has been very generally obeyed. 

The voluntary tuberculin testing of cows on the dairy farms by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry has been very encouraging. It is very 
unfortunate that the slaughter of reacting cows is not done on the 
farms and supervised by a Bureau of Animal Industry inspector, since 
each herd slaughtered would draw a large number of farmers and 
would permit them to see the benefits of tuberculin testing their 
herds. At present, most reacting cows are killed at regular abattoirs, 
and the farmers are very skeptical about the disease existing in ap- 
parently healthy cows as far as physical examination determines. 
Of course, a large majority of the farmers are opposed to the tuberculin 
test for no other true reason than that their herds are diseased and 
that they do not want this fact shown to the public, and they do not 
care to lose cows which are profitable to them as milk producers. At 
least, the farmer thinks she is profitable to him, since very few think 
of the severe losses they stand owing to the infect iveness oi tubercu- 
losis. 

During the year those creameries in New York and New Jerse} r 
which ship cream into the District of Columbia have been inspected, 
as well as a number of the farms supplying milk to them. 

During the fiscal year the score card has been changed to nearly 
conform with that used by the Department of Agriculture and sev- 
eral large cities. This score card is quite specific in its ratings. 
A few farmers are interested in their scoring, especially those who 
get an extra price for their milk for producing it \inder more 
cleanly conditions. The average farmer is not particularly interested 
in his score; his main idea is whether or not he is to* be allowed 
to ship milk into the District of Columbia. As to just what mark 
should be scored in order to ship milk into the District of Columbia, 
I am not prepared to say, certainly not until there is a more general 
supervision over the inspection of dairy farms and a thorough un- 
derstanding among the various inspectors as to just what certain 
conditions should score. 

ABATTOIR AND STOCK YARD INSPECTION. 

The veterinarians have made irregular inspections of the small 
slaughterhouses operating in the District. These places are visited 
once or twice a week, but the inspection of the animals slaughtered 
is very unsatisfactory, as they are seldom seen, owing to the irregu- 
larity of slaughtering and the unusual hours it is done. The inspect- 
ors require that these places be kept clean and that the slaughtering 
rooms be properly screened from flies. Most of these slaughter- 
houses now have cement floors and quite a number sewer connec- 
tions. These small houses slaughter but a very small percentage of 
the meat used in the District of Columbia, most of the slaughtering 
being done at those places which have federal inspection. 
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CONTAGIOUS DISEASES OF ANIMALS. 

Rabies. — Seventy-one cases of rabies have been reported during 
the fiscal year — dogs, 67; cats, 4. A large number of dogs supposed 
to have rabies or exposed to rabies have been under quarantine 
during this period. All dogs collected by the poundmaster which 
have Ditten persons have been inspected daily by the veterinarians 
to note the first symptoms of rabies, should it develop. Fortunately 
none of these dogs under inspection have developed rabies. 

Glanders. — Only one case was reported during the year. It was 
promptly destroyed and the premises disinfected by this department. 

I believe that the time is ripe when the District should have some 
supervision over the horse markets in this city. Hundreds of horses, 
largely cheap ones, are shipped to this city every month from various 

E laces in Pennsylvania and Maryland and sold at auction in the 
azaars. In the purchase of these horses the public have no protec- 
tion whatever as to whether or not these horses have contagious 
diseases or have been exposed to the same. For the purposes of 
inspection, all horse markets can properly be considered as thoroughly 
infected with such contagious diseases as influenza and distemper. 
These markets should be so constructed as to admit of easy disin- 
fection. That glanders is not generalized here, as it is in several of 
the large eastern cities, is to be wondered at. We have simply been 
fortunate as well as lucky, considering our weekly importations and 
our numerous auction stables under no veterinary supervision what- 
ever. 

Hog cholera. — No cases have been reported from the farms of the 
District during the year.

LAWS AND REGULATIONS RELATING TO PUBLIC HEALTH IN THE 
DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA ENACTED FROM JULY 1, 1908, to JAN- 
UARY 25, 1910. 

Commissioners' Orders. 

July 22, 1908. 

Ordered: That the Health Ordinances of the District of Columbia 
be, and they are hereby, amended by adding thereto the following: 

regulation requiring the registration of laundries. 

That every person who commonly launders for pay on the premises 
which he or she occupies, the clothing, or the sheets, pillow-cases, 
table-cloths, napkins, or other similar articles, belonging to any other 
person or persons, shall report that fact to the Health Officer in 
writing within thirty days after this regulation takes effect, giving 
his or her name and the location of his or her premises, and the 
number of persons or families living independently of one another 
whom he or she serves, if less than ten in number; and thereafter 
every person laundering as aforesaid, shall report in like manner 
his or her name, and the location of his or her premises, and the 
number of persons or families whom he or she serves, within five 
days after the beginning of his or her occupancy of such premises 
and the use thereof for the purposes aforesaid. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this regulation shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by a fine of not more than twenty-five dollars. Com- 
missioners' order of July 22, 1908, as amended by order of August 7, 
1908. J h

Ordered: That the ordinance entitled "An ordinance to revise, 
consolidate, and amend the ordinances of the board of health, to 
declare what shall be deemed nuisances injurious to health, and to 
provide for the removal thereof, as amended by ordinances of July 30, 
1875, and by commissioners' orders of June 25, 1901, January 2, 
1902, April 4, 1906, May 3, 1907, and July 7, 1908," approved Novem- 
ber 19, 1875, is hereby amended by inserting therein the following 
after section 18 F thereof, to be known as section 18 67, viz: 

Sec. 18 G. Every person using within the District of Columbia 
any building, or any portion of a building, in the city of Washington, 
or in any of the more densely populated suburbs thereof, as a stable 
for one or more horses, mules, or cows, shall report that fact to the 
Health Officer, in writing within thirty days after this regulation 
takes effect, giving his or her name, and the location of such stable, 
and the number and the kind of the animals stabled therein; and 
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thereafter every person occupying any building, or any portion of a 
building, in the city of Washington, or in any of the more densely 

Eopulated suburbs thereof, for the purpose aforesaid, shall report in 
ke manner his or her name and the location of said stable and the 
number and kind of animals stabled therein, within five days after 
the beginning of his or her occupancy of such buildings; provided, 
that stables recorded at the Health Office as parts of dairy farms in 
the District of Columbia need not be so reported.

November 17, 1908. 

Ordered : That, pursuant to the authority vested in the commis- 
sioners by the "Joint resolution authorizing the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia to alter, amend, or repeal certain health 
ordinances" approved February 28, 1899, "An ordinance to prevent 
the sale of unwholesome food in the cities of Washington and George- 
town" as amended by commissioner's order of January 2, 1902 ; April 
21, 1903; October 6," 1904; April 24, 1906; May 31, "1907; June 10, 
1907, and April 11, 1908, is hereby further amended by adding 
thereto the following: 

Sec. 15. No person shall use any premises or any part of any 
premises in the District of Columbia, for the preparation, manufac- 
ture, or storage for sale, or for the offering for sale, exchange, or 
delivery, of any food, drink, confectionery, or condiment for man, 
unless such premises or part of premises be provided with running 
water, or other proper water supply if running water be not available, 
and with all necessary facilities, apparatus, and material, for the 
proper cleansing of said premises or part of premises, and of all 
apparatus, utensils and materials used in connection therewith, and 
for the proper cleansing of the hands of all the persons employed 
therein. Any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not more 
than twenty-five dollars for each and every such offense, and each 
day's violation shall be deemed to be a separate offense.

REGULATION RELATIVE TO SCHOOL ATTENDANCE IN CASE OF MEASLES. 

March 22, 1909. 

Ordered: That section 6 of the regulation for the prevention of the 
spread of scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, whooping cough, chicken 
pox, epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis, and typhoid fever is hereby 
amended by adding thereto the following paragraph: 

Provided, That persons residing in premises where a patient is 
suffering from measles, may, upon the presentation of evidence sat- 
isfactory to the health officer that they themselves had previously 
suffered from a well-defined attack of measles, and upon the presenta- 
tion to the teacher of a certificate from the health officer to that 
effect, be permitted to continue in attendance at school. 

By order:

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regulations to govern the establishment and maintenance 

of private hospitals and asylums. 

May 19, 1909. 

Ordered: That the following regulations to govern the establish- 
ment and maintenance of private hospitals and asylums, whether 
for human beings or for domestic animals, in the District of Columbia, 
are hereby promulgated : 

1. Every person as defined in section 3 of the act of Congress 
approved April 20, 1908, entitled "An act to regulate the establish- 
ment and maintenance of private hospitals and asylums in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia," desiring to maintain a private hospital or asylum, 
either for human beings or domestic animals, shall file with the Com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia his application in writing for 
a license so to do, showing (1) the kind and number of cases that it 
is desired to treat; (2) the number, location, and capacity of the 
buildings to be used, and the purposes of each, and the location and 
area of the site; and (3) the name of the owner of the proposed insti- 
tution (as distinguished from the owner of the buildings and land). 

2. No person shall establish or maintain any part of any private 
hospital or asylum, either for human beings or domestic animals, 
unless or until said person has filed with said commissioners the 
written consent of not less than two-thirds of the owners and the 
occupants of all buildings located on lots or subdivisional lots any 
part of which lots or subdivisional lots is within 100 feet, measured 
in a straight line, from the nearest part of said establishment used 
for the care or treatment of patients: Provided, That the word "occu- 
pant" as applied to an apartment house, hotel, or boarding house 
shall be held to mean the owner or agent therefor, and storekeepers 
thereof, and not the occupants of individual apartments or suites; 
And provided further , That this section shall not apply to any hospital 
or asylum which was established prior to, and was being maintained 
at, the time of the passage of an act entitled "An act to regulate the 
establishment and maintenance of private hospitals and asylums in 
the District of Columbia, approved April 20, 1908," while located 
on the site occupied by it at the time of the promulgation of these 
regulations, nor to the extension of any such hospital or asylum on 
grounds adjacent to said site. 

3. No license to maintain a private hospital or asylum will be issued 
by the commissioners until after the health officer, the inspector of 
buildings, the chief engineer of the fire department, and the inspector 
of plumbing have certified after examination thereof that the premises 
which it is proposed to use for the purpose are, in their judgment, 
suitable therefor. 

4. No permit will be issued for the establishment and maintenance 
of any hospital or asylum except on condition that the licensee file and 
keep current a bond to the District of Columbia in the penal sum, in 
the case of a hospital for human beings, of $5,000, and in the case of a 
hospital for domestic animals, in the penal sum of $1,000, conditioned 
in either case for the benefit of any and all persons treated or cared 
for in said hospital or asylum who may be aggrieved by any act, or 
D y an J neglect, arising out of or in connection with the establishment 
or maintenance of said hospital or asylum: Provided, That this sec- 
tion shall not apply when and so long as the premises occupied by said 
hospital or asylum are owned by the owner of such institution. 



72 REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER. 

5. Every license to establish and maintain, or to maintain, a pri- 
vate hospital, whether for human beings or domestic animals, shall 
specify the number and kind of patients that may be received therein, 
but any such license may be altered or amended at any time by the 
commissioners, upon cause shown. No person shall receive in any 
private hospital, except in case of emergency, any patient in excess 
of the number specified in the permit, or of a kind not so specified. 

6. Every proprietor and every superintendent of a private hos- 
pital or asylum for human beings shall keep on the premises a per- 
manent record, showing the name, usual residence (giving street and 
number), sex, color, age, and social status (whether married, single, 
or divorced) of each patient, showing also the date of admission and 
date of discharge. Said entries shall be made serially in order of 
occurrence, and births and stillbirths occurring in the institution 
shall be serially recorded therein, but no entry need be made to show 
the identity of the parents of any illegitimate child. 

7. No person shall establish or maintain any private hospital or 
asylum, either for human beings or for domestic animals, in any 
building, or in any hospital or asylum, or use for the reception of 
patients or of employees any part of any building, unless said build- 
ing or part of building is properly lighted, ventilated, drained, 
heated, and screened, provided with a proper supply of hot and cold 
water at all times, and equipped with such fire escape and means of 
fire protection as are required by law. 

8. No person shall use any building or part of a building as a pri- 
vate hospital or asylum for human beings, except for children under 
5 years of age, unless or until it has been provided with one or more 
rooms properly barred for the protection of insane, drunken, or 
delirious inmates, or with facilities for promptly barring one or more 
such rooms. 

9. No person, being the owner or superintendent or an employee 
of any private hospital or asylum, shall permit any delirious or 
maniacal patient, or any patient who may reasonably be expected 
soon to become delirious or maniacal, to remain in any room that is 
not properly barred and closed so as to prevent the escape of such 
patient or accident or injury to him, unless said patient is in the 
actual physical presence of an attendant capable or controlling and 
restraining him. 

10. # No person maintaining a private hospital shall without written 
permission of the health officer receive or unnecessarily keep therein 
for care or treatment in the case of hospitals for human beings any 
person known to be suffering from smallpox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, measles, whooping cough, chickenpox, mumps, or Asiatic 
cholera, plague, yellow fever, leprosy, or glanders, or, in the case of 
hospitals for domestic animals, any animal suffering from rabies, 
glanders, or farcy, contagious lymphangitis, influenza or pink eye, 
strangles, dog distemper, contagious stable pneumonia, anthrax, 
mange, or tuberculosis. 

11. No person licensed to maintain a private hospital or asylum 
for human beings shall advertise, either directly or indirectly, that 
he will adopt or procure the adoption of any child or children, or 
hold out to any person facilities for disposing of offspring. 

12. When the licensee of any private hospital or asylum for human 
beings is not a physician lawfully authorized to practice medicine 
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in the District of Columbia, or, in the case of any hospital or asylum 
for domestic animals, is not a veterinary surgeon lawfully author- 
ized to practice veterinary medicine in said District, said licensee 
shall appoint one or more physicians, or one or more veterinary 
surgeons, as the case may be, with his or her consent, to act as an 
attending staff or medical board and to be responsible for the treat- 
ment of such patients in said hospital or asylum as are not under the 
professional care of some other lawfully practicing physician or veter- 
inary surgeon; said licensee shall post the names of the physicians 
or veterinary surgeons so appointed in the office or in some other 
corresponding part of said hospital or asylum. No person shall 
establish or maintain any private hospital or asylum unless, or so 
long as, said institution is not provided with an attending staff or 
medical board as aforesaid. 

13. That whenever it is made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
commissioners that any private hospital or asylum, either for human 
beings or for domestic animals, is a menace to the lives, limbs, health, 
or morals of the inmates thereof, or is a nuisance to the neighborhood, 
or is conducted contrary to the provisions of these or other regula- 
tions or of law, the commissioners shall give notice to the licensee, 
requiring him within a period specified in said notice to show cause 
why his license should not be revoked; and unless such cause be 
shown to their satisfaction, said commissioners will revoke said 
license.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE KEEPING OF FOWLS AND PIGEONS. 

July 7, 1909. 

Ordered: That section 6 of Article VII of the Police Regulations of 
the District of Columbia is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 6. No person shall keep any kind of domestic fowl or pigeons 
within the District of Columbia within 25 feet inside the fire limits or 
50 feet outside the fire limits of any structure owned by another and 
used for human habitation, occupation, or assembly, whether the said 
structure be in the same or an adjacent block or square, nor shall 
such fowls be permitted to run, fly, or strav within 50 feet of any such 
structure. No such fowls or pigeons shall be kept in any square or 
block having 75 per cent of its lots improved, without a permit 
from the health officer of the District of Columbia, nor otherwise 
than in compliance with the following conditions, viz: 

I. House: (1) To be dry, well ventilated, and with window so 
placed as, if possible, to admit sunlight. (2) To be kept well white- 
washed within. (3) To be cleaned at least once a week between 
November 1 and May 1, twice a week between May 1 and November 
1, and oftener if necessary. 

II. Perches. — To be movable and kept clean. 
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III. Nests. — To be movable and cleaned, aired, and sunned at 
frequent intervals. 

IV. Drinking fountains. — To be clean and supplied at all times 
with clean water. 

V. Yard. — Surface to be kept clean and yard kept free from odor. 

VI. No roosters are to be kept on the premises without the con- 
sent of a majority of the householders in that square or block. 

If the said conditions are not complied with said permit shall be 
revoked: Provided, That nothing herein shall apply to such fowls or 
pigeons confined in coops in regularly established provision stores or 
public markets or to stores regularly established for the sale of 
fancy poultry or pigeons, or to fowls brought upon the premises and 
kept for a brief period, not to exceed twenty-four hours, for con- 
sumption. Any person violating any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be fined not less than $3 and not more than $10, and each 
day such fowls or pigeons are kept in violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this section or any condition contained in any said permit 
shall be deemed a separate offense.

order of the commissioners of the district of columbia for 
the suppression and prevention of tuberculosis in cattle. 

November 26, 1909. 

Ordered: The Commissioners of the District of Columbia having 
learned that tuberculosis, a communicable disease, prevails among 
the cattle in the District of Columbia and adjacent States, do hereby, 
pursuant to law, authorize and direct the following measures for the 
prompt suppression and to prevent the spread of bovine tuberculosis 
within the District of Columbia and to adjoining States: 

Section 1 . It is hereby ordered that no cattle shall, in any manner, 
be removed from the District of Columbia except upon written per- 
mission from the chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry or the 
health officer of the District of Columbia, which removal shall only 
be granted for cattle which have successfully passed an official tuber- 
culin test, or are for immediate slaughter at an establishment at 
which United States meat inspection is maintained. 

Sec. 2. Any person, firm, or corporation desiring to bring any cattle 
into the District of Columbia, except as provided in section 3, para- 
graph (c), shall first make application and obtain a permit from the 
chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry or from the health officer of 
the District of Columbia. The said application shall be in writing, 
stating the number, sex, and the age of the cattle, whether over or 
under 6 months old, the exact place, date, and time at which it is 
desired to enter said cattle, and their destination within the District 
of Columbia, together with a declaration showing clearly the purpose 
for which the cattle are desired to be entered, whether for immediate 
slaughter, feeding or breeding purposes, or for milk production. 

Sec. 3. (a) Cattle offered for entry into the District of Columbia 
must be accompanied by a permit, as provided in section 2, and must 
be identified by an official veterinarian of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry or of the health department of the District of Columbia, 
and must be appropriately tagged before entrance is permitted, except 
as provided in paragraph (c) of this section. 

(b) Cattle over 6 months old, for purposes other than immediate 
slaughter, unless accompanied by a satisfactory certificate of tuber- 
culin test by a veterinary inspector of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
or an official veterinarian of the health department of the District 
of Columbia or of the State from which brought, must be immediately 
taken after identification, as provided in paragraph (a) of this section, 
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to a place designated by the chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
or health officer of the District of Columbia, and there quarantined 
apart from all other cattle until officially tuberculin tested and dis- 
posed of in accordance with these regulations: Provided, That no 
indemnity shall be allowed for such cattle as shall be slaughtered on 
account of their being deemed to be tuberculous. When accompanied 
by certificate of tuberculin test, as herein provided, the said certificate 
must show the place and date, within thirty days, of being offered 
for entry, of inspection and tuberculin testing, also temperature chart, 
description of the animal or animals, age, markings, and tag numbers, 
if tagged. 

(c) Cattle for immediate slaughter may enter the District of Colum- 
bia if tagged in accordance with paragraph (a) and without the tuber- 
culin test, on condition that the tag therein provided for shall remain 
attached to the hide until removed in the presence of an employee 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry or of the health department of the 
District of Columbia, to either of whom it shall be delivered. The 
owner of the animal at the time of slaughter is hereby required to 
notify the chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry or the health 
officer of the District of Columbia, stating the place where the hides 
will be found. If shipped in cars and consigned direct to an estab- 
lishment having United States meat inspection, cattle for immediate 
slaughter may enter the District of Columbia without complying 
with section 2 and section 3, paragraph (a): Provided, however, That 
the consignee shall keep a complete record of each animal received, 
date of receipt, its place of origin, railroads traversed, name of ship- 
per, and butcher class to which each animal belongs, and shall report 
the same before the slaughter of any such animals to the chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry through the veterinary inspector sta- 
tioned at that establishment. 

W) Cattle under 6 months old for purposes other than immediate 
slaughter, when not accompanied by certificates as indicated in para- 
graph (6), may be brought into the District of Columbia as provided 
in paragraph (a), but said cattle must be accompanied by affidavits 
by the breeder or feeder and by the owner or shipper; said affidavits 
to state^ that tuberculosis has not been known to exist on the premises, 
during the six months immediately preceding the offer for entry, upon 
which said animals have been kept. 

Sec 4. Cattle over 6 months old already within the District of

the Bureau of Animal Industry. All such cattle shall be appraised 
before being slaughtered, the owners to be indemnified as hereinafter 
provided from any available appropriation made by Congress for the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture for carrying out the provisions of the act of May 29, 1884, 
except as specified in section 8 of these regulations: Provided, That 
no liability shall be incurred under these regulations by the United 
States Department of Agriculture in excess of the funds available 
from the aforesaid appropriation of Congress, and whenever the chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry shall deem it necessary or advisable 
because of the lack of funds for the aforesaid purpose, he shall notify 
the health officer of the District of Columbia to that effect, and there- 
after no liabilities shall accrue against the United States on account 
of any act done or permitted under these regulations. 

Sec. 6. (a) The health officer of the District of Columbia shall desig- 
nate or request the chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry to desig- 
nate an appraiser, who shall appraise each animal within five days 
prior to the date of slaughter, basing the amount upon the class and 
market value of the animal at the time of the appraisal, whether for 
breeding purposes or for meat or milk production. Animals reacting 
to the tuberculin test but not exhibiting any physical evidence of 
tuberculosis shall be appraised without considering the presence of a 
diseased condition, but animals exhibiting any physical evidence of 
tuberculosis shall be appraised as diseased animals. The amount of 
appraisal shall not in any case exceed the sum of $75 for a pure-bred 
and registered animal, or the sum of $50 for a grade or nonregistered 
animal. If the amount of appraisal of any animal, as determined 
by the appraiser designated, is not satisfactory to the owner or 
owners of such animal, a written notice of such fact, setting forth the 
reasons for complaint, shall be forwarded upon the day of appraisal 
to the health officer of the District of Columbia. The amount of the 
appraisal shall then be determined by arbitrators, one to be appointed 
by the health officer of the District of Columbia or the chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry and one by the owner or owners of the 
animal or animals. If the said arbitrators are not able to agree as to 
the amount of appraisal, a third arbitrator shall be appointed by 
them, whose decision shall be final. Arbitrators shall be paid at a 
rate of compensation not to exceed 15 per diem and necessary ex- 
penses. Compensation for the arbitrator appointed by the owner 
and the third arbitrator, if appointed, shall be paid from the fund of 
the United States Department of Agriculture if the decision made is 
against the arbitrator appointed by the health officer or the chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, but if the decision is in favor of such 
arbitrator the owner shall pay the compensation of the arbitrator 
appointed by him, and the third arbitrator, if appointed. 

(b) Following the appraisal of animals, in accordance with para- 
graph (a) of this section, the amount of reimbursement shall be deter- 
mined by the results of post-mortem inspection according to the 
following rules: 

Rule 1. If any animal is found, upon post-mortem inspection, not 
to be affected with tuberculosis, the carcass and other edible portions 
shall be passed for food, and the owner shall sell the same, including 
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all accompanying parts, for a reasonable price, which price shall be 
deducted from the amount of appraisal, and the balance, if any, thus 
remaining, shall be paid from any fund available for that purpose. 

Rule 2. If any animal is found, upon post-mortem inspection, to be 
affected with tuberculosis, and the lesions are such that the carcass 
and parts of the carcass are passed for food, the owner shall sell the 
same, including all accompanying parts, for a reasonable price, which 
price shall be deducted from 80 per centum of the amount of the 
appraisal, and the balance, if any, thus remaining shall be paid from 
any fund available for that purpose. 

Rule 3. If any animal, upon post-mortem inspection, is condemned 
for offal, the owner shall sell the hide for a reasonable price, which 
price shall be deducted from 40 per centum of the amount of the 
appraisal, and the balance, if any, thus remaining shall be paid from 
any fund available for that purpose. 

Sec. 7. Any premises upon which there have been kept animals 
affected with tuberculosis shall be disinfected promptly after the re- 
moval of such animals, and in a manner satisfactory to the chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry or the health officer of the District 
of Columbia, said disinfection to be at the expense of the owner or 
owners of the premises or of the owner of the animals. 

Sec. 8. Any owner, shipper, or common carrier bringing any cattle 
into the District of Columbia in violation of these regulations" will be 
liable to prosecution, and the cattle shall be immediately removed, at 
the owner's expense, from the District of Columbia. " Such cattle, 
however, may remain in the District of Columbia if inspected and 
tuberculin tested under the following conditions : The owner or owners 
shall first sign an agreement providing for the inspection and tuber- 
culin test by a veterinary inspector of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
or of the health department of the District of Columbia, and if any 
one or more of the said animals should then be deemed tuberculous, 
that he or they will cause such animals to be slaughtered in accordance 
with the specifications of section 5 of these regulations; and, further, 
that no claim for reimbursement for any loss which might be thus sus- 
tained will ever be made against the United States Department of 
Agriculture, or any other branch of the United States Government, 
or the District of Columbia, or any officer or department thereof. 

Sec 9. Anv person violating any of these regulations, or entering 
cattle by fraudulent means, or using false or fraudulent tags, or inter- 
fering m any way with the work of any official, or using anv false or 
fraudulent means to enable any cattle to pass the tuberculin test, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than $40 nor less than $5. 

I he foregoing regulations shall go into effect upon their approval 
by the Secretary of Agriculture.

Sec. 6c. No person shall expose for sale on any public highway or 
in any uninclosed market, store, shop, stand, or stall, or in any open 
lot, or transport over any public highway to any place for sale there 
or elsewhere, in the District of Columbia, any meat, fish, plucked 
poultry or game bird, dressed rabbit or squirrel, butter, butterine, 
oleomargarine, lard, lard compound or substitute, cheese, candy, 
cake, bread, dates, figs, or any food whatsoever of a kind not com- 
monly washed, peeled, shelled, or cooked, before eaten, unless the 
same be then and there effectually and in a cleanly manner wrapped, 
or covered and inclosed, so as to protect it from dust and insects. 

No person shall expose for sale in any place aforesaid between 
April 1 and October 31, inclusive, of any year, any fresh meat or 
fresh fish unless said meat or fish, while thus exposed, be kept at a 
temperature not exceeding 55° F.

VITAL STATISTICS. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith an analysis of the vital 
statistics of the District of Columbia for the calendar year 1908, 
together with certain tables bearing thereon. 

Statistics of births and deaths in a community are of little value 
unless the calculations are based upon accurate enumeration of 
population and its correct classification according to age, sex, occu- 
pation, etc. The figures used in the tables which follow are based 
upon the census taken under the direction of the superintendent of 
police on April 8, 1908, and are presumably more nearly complete 
and accurate than estimated figures, the basis of which is the federal 
enumeration of 1900. 

The police census showed a total population in the District of 
Columbia of 339,403. The whites number 241,920, and the colored 
97,483, the latter representing only those of African descent. This 
indicates a total increase since the last enumeration of 9,812. The 
increase in the white population 8,517, and that of the colored race 
1,295.

GENERAL MORTALITY. 



The deaths from all causes in the District of Columbia during the 
calendar year 1908 numbered 6,136, which indicates a general death 
rate for the entire District of 18.079 per 1,000 inhabitants. This is 
a gratifyingly lower rate than for 1907, and is also the lowest record 
for any one year in the history of the health department. The num- 
ber of white deaths was 3,547 and the number of colored deaths 
2,589. The former represents a death rate for the white race of 
14.662, the latter a race death rate of 26.558 per 1,000. 
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The great contrast in this community between the white and colored 
race death rates can not fail to attract attention, and the question 
arises as to the causes of this wide variance. Generally speaking 
the conditions of city life are unfitted for the colored race. The 
tendency to overcrowding predominates among the colored and this 
tendency naturally increases the risk from impure air, leads to gen- 
eral insanitary conditions, and to the spreading of infectious dis- 
eases. Under these conditions infantile mortality becomes excessive. 
Tuberculosis and pneumonia are among the greatest factors in increas- 
ing the colored death rate.

By a comparison of these rates with the previous year it will be 
noticed that the death rate of the white males is considerably de- 
creased and a corresponding increase is observed among the white 
female population. On the contrary, a decline is noticed in both 
sexes ol the colored race taken separately. The males of both races 
taken together show a net decline, but there is an increased death 
rate among the female population, taken as a whole. 

MORTALITY IN RELATION TO AGE. 

The average age of all decedents during 1908 was 38 years, 7 
months, and 2 days This shows a little less than 2 months younger 
age at death than for the preceding year. The white decedents' 
average age was 44 years 6 months, and 7 days; about 4 months 
younger than for 190/. The average age of the white males was 44 
years, 1 month, 10 days and that of the white females 45 year*, 19

The number of decedents 70 years of age and over decreased from 
1,031 in 1907 to 994 during 1908. The largest mortality during any 
one decade of those over 10 years of age occurred between the ages of 
60 and 70 years, as was the case in 1907, during which period there 
were 808 deaths.

Improved conditions over 1907 are shown in both races and for 
all of the age periods with the single exception of the colored race at 
the ages of 5 to 20 years, where a slight increase in the death rate 
for 1908 is observed. 

INFANTILE MORTALITY. 

Infantile mortality within certain limits indicates the general 
sanitary condition of a community, and should be calculated upon 
the ratio of the annual number of deaths of infants under 1 year of 
age to every 1,000 births during the same year. An absolute infan- 
tile death rate upon this basis can not, however, be ascertained 
because of the incomplete registration of births, but an approximate 
result is obtained from an examination of the following tabular 
statement of the death rate of infants based upon the number of 
reported births, which may be estimated at from about 93 to 95 per 
cent of the total number born :

Prematurity and congenital debility and defects are prominent in 
this list, and these deaths are largely influenced by the conditions of 
health under which the mother lives during the period of utero- 
gestation. Poverty and hardship greatly weaken the vitality of the 
offspring. Inexperience also increases infantile mortality. Neglect 
also contributes to the death rate of infants, but in some instances, 
where the mothers are engaged in various occupations as part or 
principal breadwinner, this cause may not be avoided. Illegitimacy 
is another factor in the causation of infantile mortality, and enteric 
troubles, perhaps the most prolific cause of early death, is largely due 
to lack of proper food, sanitary surroundings, and fresh, pure air. 

The following statement of the percentage of children who died 
during the calendar year 1908 to the total number of deaths under 
1 year of age, arranged according to race and by certain age periods, 
shows, as a rule, a decreased liability to death with each additional 
month of life.

MORTALITY WITH RESPECT TO LOCATION. 



The health officer some four or five years ago subdivided the Dis- 
trict of Columbia into certain more or less arbitrarily established 
statistical sections with a view to ascertaining the wholesomeness or 
otherwise of each section, but more particularly with respect to the 
comparative death rate of alley residents as distinguished from street 
residents. In the distribution of this mortality with respect to the 
place of death, it has been assumed that deaths occurring in hospitals 
and other public institutions were more properly chargeable to that 
section in which the decedents actually resided and not to that sec- 
tion in which the hospital was situated. This plan, therefore, has, in 
so far as possible, been adhered to in the following distribution. 

A map accompanying this report shows the death rates per 1,000 
inhabitants of the white and colored races, and the general death rate 
of each vital-statistics district. The populations upon which these 
rates are based and the actual number of deaths in each section are 
stated in full in Table 7a. The following table shows the death rates 
for the calendar year 1908, for the streets and alleys, arranged as to 
certain age periods and by race:

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From the preceding statement it will be observed that the alley 
death rates taken as a whole, and for all the mentioned age periods, 
are universally higher than the street deaths. This is also the case 
with respect to the colored race. With the white race, however, 
this condition prevails only at the ages of under 1 year and from 5 to 
20 vears, while the figures for the ages of 1 to 4 years and for 21 years 
and over would seem to indicate a more salubrious condition with re- 
spect to alley environment. At the same time it must be noted that 
among the white population the death rate for all ages is higher in 
alleys than in streets. 

For a detailed statement of deaths and death rates of the separate 
vital-statistics districts for both races, attention is called to Table 7b, 
of the Appendix. The distribution of populations and deaths by 
vital-statistics districts, arranged by streets and alleys and according 
to age periods and by race, is set down in Table 7c of the Appendix. 
Table 7d of the Appendix shows a full list of the alleys in which deaths 
occurred during 1908, arranged according to age and according to 
vital-statistics districts.

MORTALITY WITH REFERENCE TO NATIVITY OF DECEDENTS. 

There were 41 less deaths in the District of Columbia in 1908 among 
those persons who were natives of the District of Columbia than in 
1907. Among the residents of the District born in other parts of the 
United States there was a decrease of 65 whites and 145 colored as 
compared with the previous year. 

The deaths among foreign-born population show a decrease of 5 
with the whites and a corresponding increase in the colored. A de- 
tailed statement follows, of the relative mortality in 1907 and 1908, 
with reference to nativity.

As may be seen from the immediately preceding table, during 1908 
there were 70 less deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 72 less 
deaths from diseases of the circulatory system, 71 less deaths from dis- 
eases of the respiratory system, 19 less from diseases of the digestive 
system, 40 less from diseases peculiar to infancy, 6 less from diseases 
attendant upon old age, and 12 less from ill-defined diseases. On 
the other hand, there was an increase of 1 in the number of deaths 
from the general disease group ; from diseases of the genito-urinary 
system there was an increase of 32 over 1907, an increase of 7 due to 
deaths incident to the puerperal state, 13 more deaths due to diseases 
of the organs of locomotion, 8 more deaths due to congenital mal- 
formations, and 22 more violent deaths than occurred in 1907. 

MORTALITY IN ITS RELATION TO PARTICULAR DISEASES. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis, which is so much in evidence because of its 
widespread prevalence and its large percentage of deaths, shows an 
improvement over the past year's record, as is indicated by the reduc- 
tion of the general death rate from 2.269 per 1,000 to 2.095. The de- 
cline in the white race death rate was from 1.371 to 1.244, and in the 
colored race from 4.450 to 4.206. 

During the past thirty-one years there has been a great improve- 
ment in both races with respect to tuberculosis, and, although the 
percentage of diminution in trie death rates has not always been con- 
stant from one year to another, the net gain has been consistent and 
gradual, particularly during the past ten years. Better knowledge of 
the character of the disease, improved methods of care and treatment, 
a more general and intelligent understanding of what is necessary 
to be done and what to avoid by those suffering with the disease, and 
the commendable efforts of societies and individuals to educate the 
people in this direction, all are efficient aids in the war against the 
white plague, and the hope of a future without tuberculosis is not in- 
consistent with the experience of the past few years. 
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Bnght's disease. — The number of deaths due to chronic nephritis 
during the past year was 420. This is an increase of 10 deaths over 
the record of 1907. The number of deaths reported among the white 
race was 281, an increase of 20. The record for this disease among 
the colored people, however, shows a decline from 149 to 139. 

Diarrhea and enteritis. — The total number of deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis during 1908 was 398. This is a slight improvement 
over the record of 1907, taking the deaths for all ages into consider- 
ation, but the number of deaths under 2 years of age from these dis- 
eases is increased. This increase is also confined to the white race. 
The deaths among white children increased from 127 to 158, and the 
deaths of colored infants decreased from 198 to 175. The net in- 
creased number of deaths from this trouble was, therefore, 8, namely, 
from 325 to 333. Below is appended a tabular statement showing the 
number of deaths and the death rates per 1,000 from diarrheal dis- 
eases and inflammation of the bowels among infants under 2 years of 
age for the calendar years 1900 to 1908, inclusive, arranged as to race:

Diphtheria. — There has been a gratifying decrease in the number 
of deaths from this disease since the record of 1907, viz, from 30 to 22. 
This reduction was entirely with the white decedents, viz, from 23 to 
15. The colored deaths numbered the same as during 1907. For 
more detailed information as to the prevalence of this disease, refer- 
ence is made to the report of the inspector in charge of the contagious- 
disease service. 

Diseases of the heart— The number of deaths due to various organic 
diseases of the heart during 1908 was 528. Of this number 321 were 
white people and 207 were colored. The record for 1907 was, white 
343, colored 252. 

Malarial fevers— The record of deaths from these diseases during 
1908 was the same as last year, viz, 4 white and 5 colored. 

Measles.— The number of cases of measles which ended in death 
during 1908 was 2. Both of these fatalities occurred in the white 
race. There were no deaths among the colored population. The 
report of the medical inspector in charge of the contagious-disease 
service, printed m the Appendix, contains detailed information with 
respect to the prevalence of this disease in the District of Columbia 
during 1908 as well as to the extent and prevalence of certain other 
contagious diseases. 
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Pneumonia. — There was a satisfactory reduction in the number of 
deaths from this disease, viz, from 539 to 505. This decline, how- 
ever, was almost exlusively with the colored race. There was but 
one less death during 1908 than during 1907, for the whites, viz, 
from 231 to 230, and a reduction in the number of colored deaths from 
308 to 275. 

Railroad accidents. — From both steam and street railroad accidents, 
37 deaths were recorded during 1908. Eleven white people and 6 
colored met death from accidents connected with the various steam 
roads in the District, while 15 whites and 5 colored were killed by 
street railroads. 

Suicides. — The number of those who committed self-destruction 
during 1908 was 66, of which 58 were white people and 8 were colored. 
This is the same number as occurred in 1904, and during the last ten 
years is exceeded onlv bv the record for last vear, when there were 
72 suicides reported. Of the methods employed, 16 used carbolic 
acid and 4 used other forms of poisons; 13 sought death by the in- 
halation of illuminating gas, 2 by hanging, 9 by drowning, 16 by fire- 
arms, 4 by cutting instruments, and 2 by jumping from high places. 
As to the age of these suicides, 4 were between 10 and 19 years, 17 
were between 20 and 29 years, 12 were between 30 and 39, 14 were 
between 40 and 49, 9 were between 50 and 59, 8 were between 60 and 
69, and 2 were between 70 and 80. Suicides among married people 
numbered 33 (24 males and 9 females) ; among those who were single, 
18 (11 males, 7 females) ; among those who were wddowed 4 males and 
4 females, and among those whose marital relations were unknown 
there were 7 males. 

A classification of the suicides in the District of Columbia, in ac- 
cordance with nativity, is as follows: 17 were native of the District, 
27 were born in other parts of the United States, 12 were foreign bora, 
and 10 were those whose nativity was not ascertained. 

Whooping cough. — There were 38 deaths attributed to whooping 
cough during 1908. Nine of these w^ere white and 29 were colored. 
The record of this disease for the previous year was 33. The whites 
show a decrease of 6, while the colored deaths from whooping cough 
were increased by 1 1 . 

Scarlet fever. — There were 9 fatal cases of scarlet fever during 1908, 
as against 2 for 1907. Of the former, 8 deaths were of the white and 
1 of the colored race. Attention is called to the report of the medical 
inspector in charge of the contagious-disease service for details as to 
the prevalence of this disease during the past year. 

Typhoid fever. — The record of mortality for typhoid fever shows 
that during 1908 there w r ere 124 deaths, of which 88 were white people 
and 36 were colored. This number is 10 more than w r as recorded 
during the previous year. 

Comment relating to the number of cases occurring during the year, 
their distribution, cause, etc., and the general character of the disease, 
appears in the report of the medical inspector in charge of the conta- 
gious-disease service, printed in the Appendix.

The above indicates that during the first six months of 1909 there 
were in all but 6 more deaths than occurred in the corresponding 
period of 1908. With the white deaths, however, the increase was 
76 over the record of 190S. With the colored there was a decline of 
70. There was a decrease in the number of deaths due to accidents 
and negligence from 116 in 1908 to 111 in 1909. Diarrheal diseases 
of infants show a decline in the number of deaths from 86 to 75; but 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis were increased from 369 to 388, 
and from typhoid fever from 25 to 48. 

BIRTHS. 

The number of live births registered during the calendar year 1908 
was 7,040. These figures represent the births of 4,835 white children 
and 2,205 colored, of which 5,725 were reported by physicians and 
1,315 by midwives and nurses. There were 78 cases of twin births, 
51 among whites and 27 among the colored. The number of illegit- 
imate births were 574, of which 112 were white children and 462 
were colored. 

Stillbirths. — The recorded number of stillbirths in the District of 
Columbia during 1908 was 539. This is a falling off from the record 
of 1907 of 31 cases.
